Black Issues Statement 


At Tuesday night’s meeting of the City Council, Councilman 
Alexander Black issued the following statement: 

For the record, I would like to offer my personal comments on 
the reportorial coverage of city affairs by the Sierra Madre News. 

There can be no question but that the press reserves the right 
to take sides on any issue. I have no argument with that. 

My complaint lies in the fact that the Sierra Madre News has 
consistently mixed editorial comment with news coverage. In 
addition, it is my belief that the paper has consistently refused 
to report both sides of many issues in news stories. 

Generally, it has not been a question of misquotation but one 
of apparently intentionally quoting only parts of statements, lift¬ 
ed from the complete context. 

If subscribers of the Sierra Madre News are to get the full 
facts on controversial issues, I sincerely plead that the only 
paper published in Sierra Madre accurately report both sides 
of the issue in the story and present editorial opinion elsewhere

Land Ownership and water 
rights of a water tunnel near 
700 N. Lima were ordered 
clarified by the City Council 
this week. 

Paul N. Carter had asked the 
city to board up the entrance 
to the 200-foot tunnel to pre¬ 
vent possible liability if some¬ 
one were injured in it or en¬ 
tered and polluted the water. 
Councilman Herman Barter ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the 
city and Mrs. Julia F. Henszey 
jointly own the tunnel. Director 
of Public Works G. B. Watson 
and City Attorney T. Guy Corn- 
yn will determine property 
ownership and water rights of 
the tunnel and land. 

Mr. Carter poined out that a 
fire recently destroyed the 
timber barricade and the tun¬ 
nel now stands open. 

He told the NEWS yesterday 
that the property is “500 feet 
within the city land,” but that 
the water righs have always 
belonged to Mrs. Henszey.

The Council heard a letter 
from the Recreation Commis¬ 
sion Tuesday in which it was 
recommended that the city 
leave the recreation ordinance 
“unchanged at the present 
time,” but study the possibili¬ 
ty of amending it to combine 
both parks and recreation in 
the future. 

Mr. Black, as one of the 
Council’s representatives on the 
Recrea t i o n Commission, had 
voted “yes” on the recommen¬ 
dation at last Wednesday’s 
meeting of the commission. 


Two weeks ago, however, it 
was his motion that ordered 
City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn to 
draw up a proposed ordinance 
to repeal the recreation law. 

A letter fro mthe Coordina- 
ing Council also was read 
Tuesday, urging a delay in do¬ 
ing away with the ordinance. 
Results of the Coordinating 
Council’s survey on recreation 
were presented. 

In the Recreation Commis¬ 
sion’s letter, employment of a 
year round part-time recreation 
director was recommended. 
Suggested salary was $300 a 
month for the three summer 
months and a $25 per month 
retainer fee for the other nine 
months. 

The commission also sug¬ 
gested that a recreation dis¬ 
trict be created and that the 
issue be presented to the vot¬ 
ers "in the near future.” The 
Council ordered these portions 
of the letter filed. 


Two of the three pepper frees 
in the PE Depot island will 
have to go, the State Divsiion 
of Highways told the city this 
week. 

The city’s plans for the re¬ 
construction of Baldwin, Ker- 
sting Court, and Sierra Madre 
boulevard were being held “in 
abeyance” pending the city’s 
consent to remove the trees.

“By so doing, the city is de¬ 
feating its purpose of widen¬ 
ing the street. These trees also 
are a definite hazard.” 

Mr. Griffin was also referring 


to the tree on the north side 
of Kersting Court (in Hopper’s 
Park). 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier 
asked City Attorney T. Guy 
Cornyn if that meant tne city 
would not get the state’s $35,- 
000 if the trees were left in. 
Mr. Cornyn replied that was 
true. 

“We’d like to see the trees 
saved, but at the same time 
we can’t jeopardize the $35,000 
for the project,” Mr. Korsmeier 
said. 

He suggested that the city 
plant trees in the side walks 
around the depot, replacing the 
trees where the state will not 
object. 

Mayor William A. Kinney 
pointed out that a representa¬ 
tive of the state advised him 
if Kersting Court could be 
made completely one-way (it 
now is one-way except for the

What would the fire depart¬ 
ment do if the water system 
were destroyed, there were no 
electricity and there were sev- 
ral houses burning in a block? 
You tell us! 

We have three small tanks 
of water on the trucks that 
might last as long as it takes 
to say “Jack Robinson.” We 
have sufficient men to fight an 
ordinary fire if we have water. 

We think of these things all 
the time. Even during times of 
normalcy, what would we do 
if a row of houses were burn¬ 
ing in a wind such as we ex¬ 
perienced when the dairy burn¬ 
ed down? Such a wind would 
fan those burning houses into 
an inferno and thr streams of 
water would look like so much 
sawdust. We’d better not allow 
such a condition to happen. 

A way to prevent it is to 
keep thinking that it can hap- 
and then we will be careful to 
keep our premises clear of in- 
flamabies. All that mater¬ 
ial about the yard such as 
loose wood, dry trimmings, pa¬ 
per and ever so much junk 
only add to the flame and 
heat, making the fore hotter 
and hotter and more difficult 
to put out. 

A fire may start elsewhere 
and reach your yard and from 
that accumulation create suf¬ 
ficient heat to reach the house, 
your household goods and 
treasures. 

While we have water that 
garden hose at hand when a 
fire is in the early stages can 
do a tremendous amount of 
good. A good hose is a very 
fine first aid fire tool. Of 
course, you must be careful 
with the water, the same as 
you expect of the firemen, 
don’t aim the stream at a wall 
where there is no fire. 

There still is danger of a 
sudden bombing which could 
start many fires in oth- area. 
We just gotta’ get to thinkin’ 
about it and what we oughta' 
do. At a time when there are 
more fires than the local fire 
department can handle, resi¬ 
dents will be expected to do 
much for themselves. We may 
even have difficulty in get¬ 
ting help from our mutual aid 
friends of the neighboring cit¬ 
ies because they may have 
their hands full also. 

Let’s hope that this talk is 
only a “scare-bug” and that 
there may not be another war 
—and yet, on the other hand, 
let’s scare ourselves to the ex¬ 
tent that we do some prepar¬ 
ing for such an emergency. We 
who are old enough will re¬ 
member the sudden shock of 
the words that Pearl Harbor 
had been attacked. 

During these busy times 
when those who have business¬ 
es or important jobs have 
much to do, we must still give 
time toward the preparation for 
war emergency. It’s tough to

“Round the Bend,” by Nevil Shute. 

Mr. Shute, whose real name is N. S. Norway, is one of the 
really skillful writers of our time. He can range from technical 
flying problems (he’s an aeronautical engineer) to philosophical 
mysticism. 

This novel, “Round the Bend” 
is an absorbing one, told with 
compelling power. It is timely 
—the tale of man’s search for 
a personal relationship with 
God—the story of the discovery 
of God in man’s own work, in 
the hangar and beside the oil 
pumps. It is told by a straight¬ 
thinking, uncultivated English 


mechanic, young Tom Cutter, 
who makes a great success of 
air freight service in the Per¬ 
sian Gulf area. 

His chief engineer and best 
friend is the half-Chinese Con¬ 
nie Shaklin who achieves won¬ 
derful efficiency by teaching 
mechanics that a man really 
worships God by doing the best 
work it is within him to do. 
The effect is profound, for the 
idea spreads and makes for a 
refreshing, heart-warming 
story. 

“Old Friends and New Mu¬ 
sic,” by Nicholas ‘Nabokov. 

This musical autobiography 
is an unusual book of personal 
reminiscences, written with 
perception and a delightful 
sense of humor. Beginning with 
the author’s boyhood in pre¬ 
revolutionary Russia, it goes 
on to tell of his associates in 
music, and in the ballet in the 
world of Europe and America 
since the 1910’s. 

The most interesting part of 
the book are the chapters de¬ 
voted to four outstanding Rus¬ 
sians of this country, Diaghil- 
ev, Koussevitsky, Stravinsky, 
and Prokofiev. Mr. Nabokov 
writes also intimately of Nijin¬ 
sky and Balanchine. 

Indeed there are few people 
who have known so well the 
personalities who crowd his 
pages. The author is now an 
American citizen. New compo¬ 
sitions of his have'been played 
by the Boston Symphony and 
the Philharmonic in New York.
